Weatherization and Employment Act: By a re- 
corded vote of 222 ayes to 157 noes, Roll No. 8, the 
House passed H.R. 2615, to amend the Energy Con- 
servation in Existing Buildings Act of 1976 to pro- 
vide for the weatherization of the remaining eligible 
low-income dwelling units throughout the United 
States, and to create additional employment in 
weatherization-related industries.

An amendment that sought to prohibit use of 
funds unless the Secretary of the Treasury certified 
to Congress that such expenditures would not in- 
crease the national debt (rejected by a recorded 
vote of 168 ayes to 205 noes, Roll No. 5, after 
having been previously agreed to by a division vote 
of 11 ayes to 6 noes); and 

An amendment that sought to authorize the Presi- 
dent by Executive order to eliminate or reduce any 
authorization or appropriation made by this bill if 
he found and declared that such action would aid in 
balancing the budget or reducing the public debt 
(rejected by a recorded vote of 131 ayes to 245 noes, 
Roll No. 6). 

A point of order was sustained against an amend- 
ment that sought to prohibit use of funds for any 
fiscal year until the recommendations of the Grace 
Commission which affect or are related to the pro- 
grams under this bill have been implemented. 

The Clerk was authorized to make technical cor- 
rections in the engrossment of the bill. 
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H. Res. 275, the rule under which the bill was 

considered, was agreed to earlier by a voice vote.

Pro- 
hibits consideration of Title X of the substitute until 
the chairman of the Committee of the Whole so 
specifies. Until and after consideration of Title X 
for amendment, no amendment which affects the 
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matter in Title X relating to Central America shall 
be in order. No amendments to Title X shall be in 
order except the following, which shall not be 
amendable, and shall be considered as read and 
shall be considered only in the following order: (1) 
An amendment printed in the Record of May 3, 
1984, by and if offered by, Representative Studds of 
Massachusetts, said amendment shall not be subject 
to a demand for a division of the question in the 
House or in Committee of the Whole, and said 
amendment shall be debatable for three hours, 
equally divided and controlled by Rep. Studds and a 
Member opposed thereto; and (2) an amendment 
printed in the Record of May 3, 1984, by and if of- 
fered by, Representative Broomfield of Michigan 
which shall be debatable for three hours, equally di- 
vided and controlled by Rep. Broomfield and a 
Member opposed thereto. The rule waives clause 7, 
Rule XVI (germaneness) and clause 5(a), Rule XXI 
(prohibiting appropriations in a legislative bill) 
against the Broomfield amendment. Finally, the rule 
provides one motion to recommit with or without 
instructions.
